parisons are generally odious, because invidious; but it is im- 
possible to refrain altogether from looking at Lord Brougham’s 
address side by side with that of Sir Charles Lyell; and, in this 
instance, happily, there is no occasion to detract from the merits 
ofthe one in order to enhance the brilliancy of the other. Each 
was a rare exemplification of a particular style and method 
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of inaugtral discourse. The object of both was the same—the 
manuer essentially different. Sir C. Lyell opened the proceed- 
mgs of the British Association with a compact, lucid, logical, 
snggestive survey of facts and inferenees lying within that 
department of science of which he is acknowledged as fucile 
princeps. Lord Brougham, on the contrary, ranged over the 
entire region comprised within the boundaries of social science, 
marked the progress which had been achieved in its several 
sections, and indicated the direction which investigation might 
take in each with fairest promise of practical results. The one 
was concise and exact, the other discursive. The former, 
having to deal with the operations of Nature, found no room 
for the indulgence of sentiment; the other, concerned only 
with the various relations of Man, availed himself of fitting 
opportunity for giving occasional and graceful expression to 
his emotions. Both aimed at rousing the attention of those 
whom they addressed to the duties which lay before them, 
and at stimulating their faculties to the highest strain 
ef exertion; but each compassed, by an opposite method, 
the end he had in view. Sir Charles Lyell’s speech 
resembled the signal-gun; Lord Brougham’s, the ascent 
ef a bundle of rockets ; and the sonorous, clear, well-defined 
beom of the one not less, but not better, answered his pur- 
pose than the upward flight and brilliant coruscations of the 
ether. The audience, it will be safe to assume, were dismissed 
te their special work intellectually braced up for the more 
efficient discharge of their duties. 

The noble and venerable president, when responding to the 
toast drunk in his honour at the banquet, undertook to vindi- 
eate the object of the association as entitled to be regarded in 
the strictest sense as a science. The social relations of man, 
he maintained, were as much a matter of scientific investiga- 
tion as his moral relations or his physical faculties. Men talked 
ef a moral philosopby or science, and why not also of a social ? 
He asserted that not only was 
that it 
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impressed also his will upon the nature of man ; and,

Festina lente should be their motto, for 
in this more than in any other department of philosophical 
study it is quite possible to “make more haste than good 
speed.” 

If we bad been asked to point out a model for the stady and 
imitation of those who have given themselves to the pursuit of 
social science, we should content ourselves with referring to 
Wilde, "he learned Judge of the Probate and 
Divorce Court opened the proceedings of the Jurisprudence 
Department with a discourse on law reform.

born of the firm conviction that whatever is contrary to 
common-sense and natural justice onght also to be contrary to 
law ; the boldness that fears not to depart from the past to 
render homage to the present; which acknowledges that the 
law is made for man, and not man for the law; and which 
marches straight to its object, preferring simplicity with some 
defects to the perfection at which complexity aims but rarely 
reaches.” 

This is a beautiful expression of the genuine scientific 
spirit. Applied only by the learned Judge to the subject of 
law reform, it is equally applicable, with but a slight change of 
terms, to every department of Social Science. The besetting 
temptation of those who devote themselves to this study is to 
have recourse too readily to direct and authoritative agencies 
for achieving results admittedly desirable. They are very apt 
to lose sight of the fact that in social matters the cure of an 
evil is often of less importance than the process by which 
the cure is effected. They do not fully estimate the neces- 
sity of commending their remedies to the choice of the human 
will; and too often in seeking to coerce it they evoke its 
most strenuous opposition. Hence, an injudicious, because 
a really unscientific, method of dealing with social mis- 
chiefs too frequently begets more than it is able to destroy ; 
and, while suppressing one bad symptom, aggravates many others 
which otherwise would have remained latent. Too much vigi- 
lance can hardly be exercised by the leading members of the 
association in checking the too prevailing disposition to yield 
to this temptation, nor too earnest a care displayed in sub- 
stituting for a spirit of empiricism that of sober and sound 
philosophy. 

Undoubtedly, the National Association, during its compara- 
tively short term of existence, has exhibited a most gratifying 
tendency to work itself clear of liability to reproach in this 
respect. Its recent meetings at York have been its best. In 
all the sections some addition has been made to our common 
stock of knowledge, whilst in those most inviting 
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the labours of the association become every year more 


more worthy of its object, for the measure of its success will be 
the measnre of increased happiness to the family of man! 


DISTRIBUTION OF PRIZES BY LORD PALMERSTON 
AND LADY HERBERT TO THE WILTS RIFLE VOLUNTEERS. 
THE fourth annual meeting of Rifle Association was 
brought to a close on Wednesday week by the distribution of prizes 
to the most successful marksmen. This ceremony took place in 
Wilton Park, by the permission of Lady Herbert of Lea, the widow 
of the late Secretary of State for the War Department. Her Lady- 
ship on this occasion gave an entertainment to about 600 guests, 
amongst whom were Lord Palmerston and Lady Palmerston; the 
Marguis of Bath, Earl Nelson, Lord Arundel, Earl Grosvenor; Lord 
H, Thynne, M.P.; the Earl of Carnarvon, Sir F. Bathurst; Colonel 
Bathurst, M.P.; Mr. Bouverie, M.P.; Mr. Antrobus, M.P.; Mr. 
Marsh, M.P.; Mr. Danby Seymour, M.P.; Lord and Lady 
Heytesbury, General Buckley, the Marquis and Marchioness of 
Worcester, Count Strzelecki, and the principal gentry of Wilt- 
shire. After luncheon tl ssembled on a pl utfo front 
of the house, whil ul inteer corps ¢ up in 
martial array upon the lawn ; and the business of the day was opened 
by the Earl of Carnarvon, whom Lady Herbert had requested, as the 
nearest re His Lordship, 
after briefly recounting the rise and progress of the volunteer move- 
ment and bearing testimony to the public spirit and efficiency of the 
Wilts volunteer corps, called upon the hon, secretary, Mr. E. P. 
Kelsey, to read out the list of the winners of prizes. This having been 
done, each of the successful candidates came forward, as his name was 
called, and received his prize from the hands of Lady Herbert, with 
the exception of Sergeant Jeffries, of the 6th Wilts, the winner of the 
chief prize. This was a challenge cup, to be held for three years, with 
the addition of a silver vase, given by the Mayor and Corporation of 

Salisbury, to be retained by the winner. Lord Palmerston 
sented this cup, as shown in the Engraving on our 

page. The noble Lord, who was very cordially cl 

then addressed the assembled volunteers. He praised 
establishment of the volunteer system in England; he 

a nobler display of national feeling, sagacious patriotism, and per- 
severing courage was never made in any country. As we lived 
in an island accessible to any invader who might chance to land 
on our shores, we could not defend ourselves, as some continental 
States might do, by merely fortifying one or two vulnerable points or 
stationing a military force so as to guard a single avenue of attack. 
3ut we had done that which was within our means, and which would 
be sufficient for our purpose. We had begun and carried out to a great 
extent the works necessary to protect from sudden attack those naval 
dockyards and arsenals which were thecradles of our maritime power and 
the defenders of the best interests of the country ; for if we lost the com- 
mand of the seas which surround our shores, and a hostile squadron were 
allowed to blockade our ports, our commerce, our industry, and our 
independence would be seriously endangered, That work was begun 
by the late noble occupant of those estates, Lord Herbert of Lea, who 
devoted his best energies to those operations. His plans had been 
followed out, and would soon be successfully completed. Although 
the defence of England, if she were ever attacked, must be armies in 
the field, it was not our habit—it did not suit our Constitution or our 
interests—to assemble permanently under arms some hundreds of 
thousands of men, as in other countries of Europe. We had, therefore, 
the militia, an admirable force, ready to take its place by the side of the 
regular army ; but we must chiefly rely upon the volunteera, who had 
come forward to supply the deficiency in a manner which entitled 
them to the warmest thanks of the country. He believed we had now 
from 150,000 to 160,000 volunteers, armed, equipped, trained, and 
disciplined, with officers who had made themselves well acquainted 
with their duties, so that on some occasions, when these corps had 
been assembled in considerable numbers and joined in the movements 
which do not belong simply to battalions, but also to divisional 
operations, they had excited the admiration of military men and the 
astonishment of strangers. Lord Palmerston went on to say :— 
“You know, gentlemen volunteers of England, you well know that 
numbere do not constitute strength ; large assemblies of 
men, although in uniform and with the best of weapons, are not by 
their number alone competent to meet with success an enemy disciplined 
and trained ; and therefore at a great sacrifice of private occupation, at 
a great sacrifice of time, which in this country is money, you have 
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profession. You have, by your perseverance and constant attention 
to your duties, made yourselves masters of all those movements which 
belong to separate battalions, and also to collections of battalions 
in brigades and divisions. You have also well thought that it is 
one thing to meet and another to killan enemy. But you, who have so 
well exhibited their skill to-day and gape not neglect a practice 
almost as n as your drill, and even your battalion and 
divisional exercises. ‘The people of this island have at all times been 
famous as marksmen ; and in the days of old, when war was carried 
on, I will not say with less deadly, but with more clumsy, weapons, 
such as bows and arrows, the British archer was celebrated in 
every battle-field of Europe in which he was engaged, and his 
skill was shown from the slaughter which he made of his 
opponents, Well, gentlemen, that keen eye, that strong arm, 
which so distinguished your ancestors, are not wanting to you, 
and this day you have given ample proof of your skill in 
the weapon which is placed in your hands. You have proved 
yourselves worthy descendants of worthy ancestors—equally ready to 
defend your shores from attack, and, if need be, to vindicate the 
honour of your country.” He ended by congratulating them on 
having received their — from the noble lady of Wilton House. 

On the motion of the Marquis of Bath, three cheers were given for 
Lord and Lady Palmerston, Lady Herbert, and the young Ear! of 
Pembroke, and the proceedings were brought to a close.

The latest news from Mexico is favourable to the French arms. 
Juarez has been driven from Monterey, and the port of Matamoras has 
been taken.

SWITZERLAND. 

The Federal Chambers have been opened at Berne, and the National 
Council, after debate, has ratified the Franco-Swiss treaty of commerce 
by 96 against 20 votes.

ITALY. 

A Turin despatch states that in all parts of Italy the news of the

sequence of the convention seems to have been a change of Ministry ; 
for King Victor Emmanuel has charged General Marmora with the 
task of forming a new Administration. 

Tranquillity was completely restored yesterday week in Turin ; but 
on the previous evening there were renewed disturbances, Crowds 
assembled, uttered “seditious cries,” threw stones, and fired shots in 
front of the King’s palace ; and ultimately the troops were compelled 
to fire on the mob, of whom some twenty persons were killed or 
wounded, while several soldiers were severely wounded. 

A Royal decree has been published postponing the meeting of 
Parliament until the 24th inst., as the day originally fixed did not 
allow a sufficient time for the formation of a Cabinet, 

DENMARK AND GERMANY, 

The Prince and Princess of Wales, after being the centre of great 
festivities in Copenhagen—where, notwithstanding anticipations to 
the contrary, they have been most cordially received—left that city 
last Saturday for Stockholm, amidst salutes from the batteries and the 
acclamations of the people. 

It seems to be settled that the Princess's Princess Dagmar, 
is to be betrothed to the Czarewitch, who is again in Copenhagen, 

Earl Clarendon is on a mission at Vienna, with the object, it is 
said, of forwarding the peace negotiations between Denmark and 
Germany, and also for the purpose of laying before the Austrian 
Government the views of England on the Franco-Italian convention, 
His Lordship is said to have told Count Rechberg that should Austria 
form a Northern alliance to oppose the convention England would 
not co-operate with her.

AMERICA.

General Sheridan has defeated General Early, with heavy loss, in 
the Shenandoah Valley. At an early hour on the morning of the 
18th ult. the Federals attacked the Confederates, and there ensued a 
furious battle, which lasted the whole day. The result was that 
General Early was defeated, and was compelled to retreat up the 
Shenandoah Valley, with the loss of five guns, 2500 prisoners, and 
5000 men killed or wounded, including Generals Gordon and Shalder, 
‘The victorious Federals, whose loss was heavy and one of whose 
Generals was killed, afterwards occupied Winchester, 

A Washington paper asserts that Admiral F; ut will not attack 
Mobile with his gun-boats. Southern papers publish rumours that 
the gallant Admiral is about to turn his attention to Wilmington. 

here is no news of the movements of either of the armies at 
Petersburg beyond a statement that the Confederate cavalry had 
made a raid into Grant’s lines, near Harrison’s Landing, and had 
driven off 2500 head of cattle. 

On the 16th ult. General Grant arrived at Washington, for the 
purpose, it may be supposed, of calling on the Government for rein- 
forcements, as Secretary Stanton had since ordered the draught to 
take place on the 19th in all the States which had not furnished their 
quota, Mr, Seward’s assertion at Auburn that no draught would be 
required was therefore not correct. ' 

General Sherman has determined to make Atlanta an exclusively 
military post. He therefore ordered all citizens to leave the place 
within ten days, and go North or South, as they might prefer. General 
Hood, while protesting against the order, agreed to a truce for ten 
days to carry itout. “ Permit me to say,” he writes, “ that the un- 
precedented measure you propose transcends in studied and iniquitous 
crnelty all the acts ever brought to my attention in this dark history 
of war. In the name of God and humanity, I protest against 
believing that you are expelling from their homes the wives 
children of a brave people.” The Southern papers express their indig- 
nation in no measured terms, The Richmond Sentinel speaks of the 
order as “ an event unparalleled in the American war.” After calling 
Sherman “the chief among savages, the captain among pirates, the 
leader among highwaymen, the prince among scoundrels and brutes, 


and the foremost villain of the world, editor calls upon the 
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people, if any are left, to come out and make the war, “ horrible as it 
been, still more so.” He says, “No matter about age now. The 
Jast man and the last boy must take his musket sooner than endure 
such outrages as that at Atlanta.”

A fire was discovered at a late hour on Monday night in the 
premises of the Electric Telegraph Company, Threadneedle-street, City. One 
ef the powerful steam-«ngines of Messrs. Shand and Mason was quickly on the 
spet, and rendered valuable assistance in extinguishing the flames, but some 
damage was done to the electrical machines.——A fire of some magnitude 
took place in the Surrey Docks on Thursday se'nnight, resulting in the 
destruction of the Surrey Rice Mills. 


At a meeting of the City Commission of Sewers held on 
‘Tueeday, a proporal was laid before the board by Mr. Haywood, the engineer, 
fer widening the thoroughfare at the present junction of Pleet-street, 
Ladgate-hil!, Bridge-street, and Farringdon-street, and forming a circus at 
that point. The improvement would be greatly facilitated by the alterations 
ecensequent on the works going on there for the London, Chatham, and Dover 
Railway. The advantage of such a circus greatly commended iteclf to the 
commission, and it was referred to the improvement committee. 


Last week the births of 1953 children—975 boys and 978 
girle—were registered in London. In the ten corresponding weeks of the 
years 1854-63 the average number (corrected) was 1881,——In the week 
that ended last Saturday the deaths of 1229 persons, of whom 623 were males 
and 606 females, were registered in London. If the deaths from epidemic 
cholera in the thirty-eighth week of 1854 are excluded, the average number of 
deaths in the corresponding weeks of ten _, 1854-63, corrected for increase 
of population, was 1181. Tom zymotic diseases in the aggregate the deaths 
Jast week were 389, in the previous week the number was 483, Diarrhoea was 
fatal in seventy-eight cases. Three children died from cholera. Ten deaths 
were caused by smallpox. Measles proved fatal te fifty-six children. Scarla- 
tina caused seventy-two deaths, Twelve deaths occurred from diphtheria. 
128 persone died from diseases of the brain and nervous system, fifty-six from 
“lisence of the heart, and 148 from diseases of the respiratory organs (ex- 
elusive of phthisis, which caused 152 deaths), Forty-one persons lost their 
lives by accidents of varions kinds; eleven were killed by vehicles in the 
*treet ; three children and one adult lost their lives by burning; five persons 
were drowned; and five children were suff: . A woman committed 
suicide by drinking paraffin oil. The widow of a chemist’s assistant died at 
31, North-street, Pentonville, from asphyxia arising from debility and want of 
support and sustenance. The deaths of four nonagenarians and one cen- 
tenarian are recorded: the latter was a lady residing at Stoke Newington ; 
ehe died of fever and exhaustion, at the age (as stated) of 105 years, 


LAW AND POLICE.—An advertisement appears calling upon 
the representatives of the creditors of the bank of Strange, Dashwood, and 
(o., carrying on business in New Bond-strect, in 1803, to go in and prove 
their debts before Vice-Chancellor Kindersley. A schedule of debts amounting 
to upwards of £110,000 is appended. 

Miiller was on Monday brought before the Coroner's jury and the police 
magistrate at Bow-street. The evidence given before both tribunals was 
little more than a repetition of what is already known. The prisoner was 
committed by the magistrate on the charge of murder; and the Coroner's 
jury also returned a verdict of wilfal murder against him, at the same time 
they censured the existing mode of railway travelling as one in which 
insufficient protection was afforded to the safety of passengers. 

Edward Russell Daunt, a stockjobber, of Hercules-court, Threadneedle- 
street, stands charged at the Mansion House with defrauding Lientenant- 
(Colonel Strange, a retired Indian officer, of about £3500, and also with fraud 
to a less amount upon a gentleman named Wateon. Daunt is what is called 
in commercial language “ an outsider,” that js, not a member of the Stock 
Exchange, and has been accustomed to advertise for business, a proceeding 
which no member of the Stock Exchange is allowed to adopt. 

From Bow-street has been committed for trial a man calling himself 
Augustine William Beauclerk Butler, charged with obtaining money by 
false pretences—representing himself to be a clergyman, and secretary of 
certain imaginary instita a, called the “St. James's College,” the 
** Jerusalem University,” and the “‘ Colony Mission,” which have no existence. 
Among+t the dupes who gave evidence at his examination was the following :— 
Peter Lorenzo Rosaspini, 11, Harrington-street, Pimlico, stated that in May 
last the prisoner called on him representing himself as a clergyman of the 
Church of England, and at the head of the East London Mission. He also 
said that he was “ one of the Bishop of London’s men.” He then ordered a 
coat “ to wear over his other clothes when he went into the courts and alleys, 
and to take off and throw aside when going to see the Bishop.” Witness 
supplied him with an overcoat, which he now had on, He was to have paid 
for it on the following Thursday. To anoth pr i himself as the 
secretary of the Bishop of London, and assistant to Cardinal Wiseman.

pens of the age will do justice to his memory. We wish we 
were more certain that much will not be written upon the sub- 
ject by those who are inadequately acquainted with his history 
and with the services which he has done to literature, as well as 
to the political interests of his country. For his works are by 
no means every man’s reading, especially in the days when 
coarse food, provided it be highly spiced, is more acceptable 
And a generation has passed 
since party politics represented deep convictions. The books 
which Landér leaves will be his enduring monument ; but they 
must be studied, and these are not times when the majority of 
men have much care for study. 


“Who runs may read” is now 


| held a motto implying the highest praise for the commended 
| work ; and, now that every one runs, the literature of the day 





must be prepared in conformity with the spirit of that landation. 
Such is not the literature to which Walter Savage Landor 
devoted his long life. 

Perhaps, a word for his politics may not serve him ill with 
those who will bestow but scant pains upon his extraordinary 
writings. Ninety years take us back far into the last century.

death of such a man is too remarkable an incident in the | 





involving suspicion, disfavour, and even danger. We are 
bound to make all allowance for the position of those who 
wielded the destinies of England at a period when she 
had to make head against Revolutionism, and against 
a score of revolutions welded into a thunderbolt by the 
hand of the greatest soldier of modern days, and it were 
cowardly to seek to find blots on the shield which was thrown 
between ourselves and foreign tyranny. But, as a matter of 
fact, Government was hard upon all who were not with it, and 
its parasites rejoiced in tormenting men who were supposed to 
be able to discriminate between revolutionary principles and 
revolutionary excesses. The Court had great power during the 
early part of the century; and while Royalty led two factions, 
and served itself through both, there was ‘ittle favour for those 
who belonged to neither. The fatal word “ Radical” had an 
odiousness of meaning which it would be difficult to 
understand in days when men no more think of coupling 


social position with opinion than they think of 
quarrelling with their neighbour at dinner for pre- 
ferring still to effervescent champagne. But in the time 


when Landor attained manhood, and for years later, it was a 
very hard thing indeed for society to believe a man a gen- 
tleman who believed in Radical principles ; and Landor, wel! 
born, proud, and in the world, suffered proportionately for his 
heresies. That vulgar, noisy men, who wore white hats and 
shouted to mdbs in Copenhagen-fields or to popular assemblies 
at the Crown and Anchor, should be Radicals was natural ; but 
that the born aristocrat, the refined scholar, the classic writer, 
should throw in his lot with “advanced Liberalism” was in 
those times a brave thing, which will not be comprehended 
now. Let justice be done him, however, in this particular, 
and let those who will not read his writings for their 
unequalled artistic merits, read the “Conversations” and 
note the proofs they afford that from the earliest part of his 
life true Liberalism found a true friend in Landor. He struck 
no feeble blows; he never tickled with the feather end of his 
pen when he should have stabbed with its point. Tyranny, 
baseness, arrogance, cruelty, in kings, priests, politicians, or 
mobs, alike received his energetic thrust; and it left, not 
seldom, a poison in the wound. There was a deadly sarcasm, 
of which Landor was a strangely skilful master, and which 
may even yet be noted with admiration for its epigrammatic 
power, though the object at which it was launched has long 
been dust. Landor’s sword was very heavy, very bright, and 
very keen. 

But posterity, for whom the political battles have been 
fought and won, soon forgets its champions, unless they have 
something else than their services to keep memory green. 
Walter Savage Landor has taken noble pains to provide against 
the ingratitude of men. In two large closely-printed volumes, 
into which form, and, happily, with his own corrections, the 
mass of his writings were brought together a few years ago, he 
has erected for himself not a cairn, but a column that will 
survive most of the memorials reared in the present age. To 
those who are acquainted with Landor’s writings it will 
seem worse than an impertinence to say these things ; but we 
regret to be compelled to own a conviction that the nobler 
literature of the past generation is slightly studied 
by this, and we were confirmed in this belief by 
reading with disgust the ignorant and insolent comments 
made upon him by the half-educated writers at the time when 
an unhappy affair last brought his great name unfavourably 
before society. Creatures who could not have read a page ef 
“ Pericles and Aspasia” without spelling at the words, and 
could have comprehended that page under no conditions what- 
ever, were allowed to pen offhand condemnations of a mau 
whose shoes they would have been honoured by cleaning. To 
that miserable incident, chiefly the result of an old man being 
left without the affectionate care of relatives at an age when 
the mind was no longer in vigour, we should be ashamed te 
allude, but that as it is nearly all that will dwell in the intel- 
lects of many who will this week and later write of Landor. 
we shall not be surprised to see it treated as the leading event 
of a life of ninety years. Enough that oné of the grandest 
writers of England has died in exile because, at eighty-four, 
there was no one to watch over a pen that had held its own 
against the world for half a century with honour. 

A great man has gone, and his greatness has not yet been 
revealed in full measure, except to the educated. We venture 
to hope that, not for Landor’s sake, but for that of the age, 
some one of those who are competent to the task will ere long 
set him forth to the world as he truly was, and in some popular 
way make it known how great a man has passed from among us. 
When the magnificent storehouse of thought which he has left 
as a legacy shall be an habitual resort, and when his marvellous 
skill in the adroit conveyance of thought shall be generally 
recognised, we shall not regret having written as we have done, 
though, were due homage paid in England to her really great 
men, it would have been worse than needless to tell Englishmen 
that “another bas gone to dwell among the mighty dead.”

On Tuesday week the Prince took part in a hunt in the deer-park 
attached to the Castle of Bernstorf. His Royal Highness was suc- 
cessful in bringing down three fine deer, one of which is to be stuffed 
as a trophy of the day. In the evening the Prince and Princess, 
accompanied by the King and Queen of Denmark and the Danish 
toyal family, honoured the performance at the Opera with their 
presence. The visit was a private one, consequently no demonstra- 
tion was made upon their Royal Highnesses’ entrance to the Royal 
box. The Rova party stayed until the close of the performance, 
when a voice cried out, in Danish, “Long live the Prince and 
Princess of Wales,” which was followed by the most enthusiastic 
cheering from all parts of the honse—the orchestra swelling the 
enthusiasm with a pas de charge. The Prince and Princess graciously 
bowed to the assembly. A crowd of from 10,000 to 15,000 persons 
surrounded the theatre upon the departure of the Royal party, from 
which a tremendous cheer aroee.

Their Royal Highnesses lunched in the palace, and after- 
wards passed some time in inspecting the Thorwaldsen Museum. In 
the evening the Prince and Princess dined with the Queen Dowager 
of Denmark at Sorgenfri.

PRINCE HUMBERT.

Upon 
leaving, the Prince ed to the Trafalgar Hotel to dinner, 
retnrning to the Legation at a quarter past nine. 

On Monday the Prince, accompanied by various members of the 
Legation and attended by Colonel Du Plat, left the Legation in the 
Queen's carri and drove to the Waterloo terminus, travelling thence 
by the South-Western Railway to Aldershott on a visit to the camp. 
His Royal Highness, with the officers of his retinue, was in uniform. 
‘The divisions formed for a field-day in the Long Valley at a quarter 
past nine, and shortly after the Prince, accompanied by Lieutenant- 
General Sir J. L. Pennefather, K.C.B., arrived. The troops then 
marched past the saluting-point in the usnal order, and afterwards 
performed the various manceuvres of a sham fight. The proceedings 
terminated at a quarter to twelve, when his Royal Highness proceeded 
to inspect the camp, and afterwards partook of luncheon in the mess 
of the Royal Dragoons. Subsequently, the Prince inspected the bar- 
ra°ha, and then returned to London, arriving at half-past six.

Minister, went to the Knightsbridge Barracks, and inspected the 1st 
Life Guards, The Prince was received by Major and Lieutenant-

THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES IN DENMARK. 
We this week present four Illustrations by our Special Artist of the 
visit of the Prince and Princess of Wales to Denmark. Our first 
Engraving shows their arrival at the gate of the Castle of Bernstorf, 
to which they removed from Fredensborg on Wednesday, the 
14th ult. The rural district in which Bernstorf is situated appears to 
be very English in its character, being a tract of land under careful 
cultivation, studded with villas prettily surrounded by blooming 
flower-gardens. Here and there are lakes of considerable extent, and 
forests of the richest foliage. Bernstorf itself—which was the 
favourite residence of Prince Christian before he became King—is 
neither more nor less than a good-sized country house, having abun- 
dant accommodation for the family of a private gentleman, The 
entrance lies through a square central hall, from each side of which 
access is gained to a suite of apartments plainly but elegantly fur- 
nished, with a corresponding number of rooms on the floor above, over 
which, in the slope of the roof, are the servants’ quarters. The 
frontage of the house is perfectly white and plain, poe over the 
entronce-door, where there is some slight ornamental moulding, with 
a tablet, exhibiting in gilt letters the following inscription :— 
Honesto inter labores 
Otio sacrum. 

At each side the house is flanked by plantations, which shut it in 
from the outer world; the occupants, however, have access to walks 
beautifully arranged, from which, as well as from the upper windows, 
are charming views, extending on one side over undulating fields of 
corn and wood, and on the other to the Sound and the city of 
Copenhagen. in this beautiful retreat Princess Alexandra passed 
most of her earlier years, 

No very sumptuous preparations had been made at Bernstorf for 
the reception of the Royal guests. There seemed to be a wish as 
much as possible to avoid display. A triumphal arch was erected 
immediately outside the entrance-gate, in the decorations of which 
oak-leaves and forest flowers and berries were combined with the pro- 
duce of private gardens. The English and Danish flags floated from 
the summit, and the arms of the two countries, painted upon shields, 
were exhibited from each front. The side presenting itself to view on 
approaching the castle bore the following inscription :— 

A. EB, and A. 
Velkommen til Bernstorf's Slot Bardommen minder glede den lykkelige 
Hustru og Moder— 
a little effusion of Danish gallantry, in which the place connected 
with all the early associations of the Princess was made to express its 
delight at welcoming her return in the twofold character of happy 
wife and mother. The inscription on the reverse side was :— 

Gud velsigne det Hille Gigtepar og Deves Huus—viz., God bless the 
illustrious couple and their house, 

For more than a mile from the gates of the castle the road was 
lined with a well-dressed crowd, while vehicles of every kind, from 
carriages and pair to local omnibuses, or ‘ Holstein cars,” with long 
rows of seats, were packed away in an avenue Sy themselves. A few 
of the principal officers of police, in costumes resembling the Windsor 
uniform, moved about to keep the line; a knot of cavalry officers 
stood just outside the entrance, the bearskins of the sentries towering 
above the level of the bonnets; but, with these exceptions, the 
gathering was quite one of the people. On one side of the triumphal 
arch was an instrumental band; on the other side was the choir of 
Gjentofie, headed by its Dean. This reverend gentleman, by name 
M. Bojsen, wore the quaint costume of the Lutheran Church—the 
_ black gown and the ruff, with the decoration of the Order of the 

Jannebrog. General D’Oxholm and an officer of the Royal household 
drove up to the castle in the first carriage, and the Royal equipage 
with its four horses was about to follow, when the King, perceiving 
the preparations, cried “ Halt !” and stopped it just as it was about to 
pars beneath the earch. The band played the Engfish National Anthem, 





and the choir sa: @ the verses comporel in honour of the Princess of 
Wales ; brt the crowd had rot patienc? to wait for this before they 








burst into enthusiastic cheering for her Royal Highness, for the King 
and Queen, for the Prince of Wales their son-in-law, and for all the 
Royal family ; while showers of bouquets descended on the carriage 
The Queen of Denmark, who sat beside the Princess of Wales, 
acknowledged very graciously the share of compliments intended for 
her, but looked equally gratified at those addressed to her daughter. 
The King of Denmark, expressing himself with great distinctness and 
animation of manner, said “ he wished to thank them all for receiving 
his daughter with the same affectionate heartiness shown on the 
occasion of her departure to be married. ‘his proved that their senti- 
ments towards her had never changed. On her part, he could assure 
them that in all the trials the nation had undergone her heart was one 
with theirs ; it had felt and bled for all their sorrows, More than 
that, the Prince her husband shared her feelings.” A final cheer rose 
on this announcement, and to the music of “ King Christian” the 
carriage passed within the gates. It was followed by the gencral 
gaze until the white rose on the Princess's bonnet had disappeared 
from view, so that “baby” was on the point of going by unnoticed. 
Clad in blue and white, and held up so that he could be 
seen by everyone, the little Prince looked quietly around, as if 
receptions, after all, were every-day affairs, and, since a good many 
might be looked for in the course of his career, it was as well to take 
things quietly. The Crown Prince of Denmark followed, driving 
his own carriage, in which the Princess Dagmar sat beside him. The 
other children of the’ Danish Royal house came next; then the 
Countess De Grey and Countess Reventlow, and finally some other 
members of the suite. It would not have been surprising had the 
gates of the castle been closed as soon as the last of the vehicles 
entered ; but the crowd were allowed to pass in, to walk up the drive, 
and to take up positions in front of the house, from which they stared 
at anyone who happened to approach the windows. 

Our larger Engraving represents the Danish fleet, as it appeared 
when drawn up off the village of Humblebeck, on the occasion of 
the Prince’s visit to the flag-ship. ‘The Royal yacht Osborne is seen 
passing through the lines of the Danish ships of war, which are firing 
a Royal salute. The Dannebrog ironclad will be at once distinguished, 
at the extreme left of this view. It bears the Admiral's pennon ; and 
the Osborne, with the Royal standards of England and Denmark, im 
addition to the Prince of Wales's own, is rapidly approaching the

The utmost care was of 
course taken with all the musie, and perhaps, on this very account, as 
well as from the absence of any demonstration of approval by the 
audience, it was somewhat wanting in warmth. A short break was 
made after the third piece, when light refreshments, such as ices, 
coffee, orgeat, and lemonade, were handed about by the footmen ; and 
most of the ladies rose and conversed. Escaping from the heat of the 
crowded room, many of the guests strolled through the neighbouring 
suite of apartments, admired a famous Sévres vase in the Blue Room— 
one of a pair the cost of which was nearly £5000—inspected the 
as of an oval chamber with carvings of white wood 
on a dark polished service, or found their way to the extreme 
chamber of the suite, in which, screened from the full glare of light, 
is the bed— as small and plain as that which is given to any visitor 
in a Copenhagen hotel—whereon Frederick VI. expired. After 
Mendelssohn's “ Wedding March” had brought the concert to a close, 
the guests were marshalled to the Riddersal, a hall of great splendour, 
lit by 1800 twinkling wax tapers, some in pendent chandeliers, others 
in groups on tables, and others in lofty candelabrums of white marble, 
above the coping of the noble gallery; round this gallery runs an 
immense frieze by the Danish sculptor Bissen. Huge brazem 
gates, as they seem, at intervals in the walls of the saloon, ar: 
the gratings through which warmth is communicated to the mag- 
nificent chamber. The open doors beyond gave a view into a 
room with panels of deep red and gold. Beyond this room was 
another, contrasting with it by the lightness of its decoration—a 
delicate grey with white medallions and scrollwork in relief. Thos 
came the Pompeian Room, which, in accordance with the system of 
decorative art implied in its title, has the black dado, the dunionas 
red tone above, and the yellow highest of all. The supper tables is 
the Riddersal were ranged down each side and across the end. The 
King and Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, and the other 
members of the Court mingled freely with the company who thronged 
this grand chamber. The blue ribbon of the Danish Order of the 
Elephant was worn by the King, the Prince of Wales, Prince Carl, 
and the Crown Prince over their uniforms. The Prince of Wales 
was habited in the uniform of a Colonel of Hussars. 

The townspeople of —— m were gratified with a sight of his 
Royal Highness walking through their streets on Sunday week, on his 
way from the chapel of the British Embassy, where he had attended 
Divine service, to the Phoenix Hotel, previously to his driving back to 
Bernstorf. He walked arm-in-arm with Sir Augustus Paget, accom- 
panied by General Knollys and Colonel Keppel, and, as it was raining 
smartly, the gentlemen had to use their umbrellas, as shown in our 
Sketch, which was taken as they crossed the Kongens Nytorf-square. 
Upon reaching the door of the hotel the Prince was greeted by a crowd 
of people who had followed his footsteps with\the heartiest cheers. 
His Royal Highness turned round, took off his hat, and bowed very 
graciously to the people. en entered the hotel, where he hunched 
with Lord and Lady Spencéf, remaining at the hotel about an hour 
and a half. On leaving he met with an equally cordial reception. The 
Princess of Wales, meanwhile, went with the members of her own 
family to the quiet parish church of Gjentofle, where, when a resideat 
in the country, she had been accustomed to attend Divine service.

LORD BROUGHAM’S OPENING ADDRESS. 


At eight o'clock a general meeting of the members and the associates was 
held in the Festival Concert-room to hear the introductory address of Lord 
Brougham, the president. Among those on the platform were the Lord Mayor 
of York and the Lady Mayeress, Karl Cathcart, Lord Teignmouth; Sir C, 
Hastings, M.D.; Dr. Lankester; Mr. Westhead, M.P.; and others of note. 
Lord Brougham was very cordially received, and on rising to begin his 
address was greeted with several rounds of applause. After reading a few 
passages he resumed his seat, and continued his address sitting, 

In the course of his address the noble Lord said :—** That I should once more 
preside over our congress, after so often filling the office, is a matter of some 
regret, considering the many younger and abler members whose turn is thus 
deferred ; and my own resolution had been taken to refuse the honour. But 
when it was represented to me that my old friends and constituents in this 
great county strongly desired it, no choice was left but to submit. Of the 
honours and distinctions with which a long life has been blessed, the very 
highest must ever be reckoned my election to represent Yorkshire, the last 
that it was fated to choose members for the whole undivided province; and 
there still live those of my colleagues in office who know how bitter was the | 
pang of exchanging that proud position for the highest office of the State, 
how reluctantly the step was taken, how firm the determination of refusal, and 
to what urgent remonstrances submission was yielded. And now, in revisiting 
the scenes of former years, the pleasure naturally arising is sadly damped by | 
the blanks—the dima! blanks—that meet the eye wheresoever it is cast around.

It becomes us to regard snch opinions with pity, as far as they are 
sincere, abstaining from ali expression of vituperation, difficult as it may be 
to avoid blaming those who, by propagating such delusions, would unsettle 
men's faith in one system without even affecting to put anything in its place. 
But we of the association hold fast by own opinions, handed down wita 
the sanction of the names most venerated in all the walksof all the sciences — 
held, indeed, by the most respected and beloved and deeply lamented of our 
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ip, in conclusion, alluded, in feeling terms, to the loss sustained 
# Sir W. Brown and Lord Lyndhurst. 

At the close of the addres, which was received with great applause, Sir 

J. Pakington moved, and Mr ‘eathead, M.P., seconded, a vote of thanks to 
Lord Brougham, which was carfied by acclamation. 


THE SECOND DAY. 
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read by Mr. Neate, M.P.; Mr. R. Stuart, Professor Rogers, of Oxford; Mr. 
Dawson, and Mr. D. Urlin. Some discussion followed. 

In the Seaend, or Educationy Department (under the presidency of the 
Archbishop of York), papers on “ What improvements can be introduced 
into the present system of public school education?” were contributed by 
the Revs. D. Melville, Dr. Kennedy, and Thomas Bissett. - 

The Third, or Health, Department (presided over by Sir Charles Hastings) 
took into consideration the important question as to the best means of 
disposing of the sewage of towns. Papers on this subject were contributed by 
R. Rawlinson, C.E., Dr. Bird, Thomas Walker, and Dr, Bishop, the reading 
of which was followed by some animated discussion. t 

In the Fourth, or Social Economy, Department (Mr. Edwin Chadwick pre- 
siding) a series of voluntary papers on the colonies, colonisation, railway 
legislation, and economy were read. 


MEETING OF WORKING MEN. - 

In the evening a meeting of working men, in connection with the Social 
Science Congress, was held in the Festive Concert-room. The large hall was 
crowded to excess long before the hour of meeting, and there could not have 
been less than 2000 persons present. The admission was by ticket, and many 
hundreds of the working classes desirous of being present were necessarily 
unable to obtain them. 

The chair was taken by Lord Brougham, who on entering the hall was 
loudly cheered. The rising of the noble Lord to address the meeting occa- 
sioned another tumultuous burst of hearty welcome, on the subsidence of 
which he spoke at some length on the pleasure he felt at presiding over such 
a meeting of men belonging to a class who were the bone and sinew of the 
country. He adverted to the subject of social science, extolling the principle 
of co-operation, and recommending its general adoption by working men, 
instancing the example of Rochdale as being worthy of emulation and ex- 
pressing his opinion that where co-operative societies had failed it had 
arisen from bad management and not defective principle. He enlarged 
on the applicability of the system to the erection of improved cottages for the 
labouring poor, and commended the subject to the consideration of those 
present. The vigour and power displayed by Lord Brougham on this occasiou 
fairly astonished the meeting. Standing erect, he spoke with unfaltering 
voice, and with energy in his every gesture, for half an hour, the applause of 
those present repeatedly bursting forth in defiance of all control. 

Speeches were also delivered by Sir J. Pakington, M.P.; Mr. Westhead, 
M.P.; Dr. Lankester ; and Mr. Rawlinson, C.E. 

Mr. James Fisher, a working man of York, rose in the body of the meeting 
and, in a lengthy address, wherein he detailed his struggles in life—he and 
his wife having married with only sixpence to start with—proposed a vote 
of thanks to Lord Brougham, whose efforts in the cause of the people h 
eulogised warmly. The motion was seconded by Mr. Rathmall, another 
working man, and put to the meeting by Mr. Hastings, when the whole 
assemblage rose as one man, giving vent to stentorian hurrahs, which seemol 
to shake the building. 

LIGHTING THE CATHEDRAL. 

On Friday night the cathedral was lighted up for afew hours for the benefit 
of the members of the association. The iilumination was very effective, and 
gave the interior of the grand old minster a very imposing effect. There 
was no evening service, but several pieces of music were performed by Dr. 
Monk on the organ—one of the finest and most powerful instruments in 
existence. 

THE THIRD DAY. 


On Saturday morning last the business of the various departments began at 
half-past ten. 

In the Jurisprudence and Amendm ent of the Law Department, Dr. Smith 
read a long and extremely important paper ‘‘ On Law Procedure : how to save 
delay and expense.” The reading of this paper was followed by another, in 
which Mr. Hastings, the secretary of the association, proposed his plan for a 
new Court of Probate, Matrimonial, Maritime, and Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction. 
He explained the defects of the present system, and pointed out the advantages 
which he considered would accrue if his plan were carried out. Lord 
Brougham, who, attended by Sir George Strickland, had entered the room at 
the commencement of Mr. Hastings’s paper, warmly commended it, and sub- 
sequently participated in the discussion which arose thereon. The next paper, 
which was read by Mr. Raper, was “ On the Office of Legislation in the Pre- 
vention of Intemperance.” He advocated the principles of the United 
Kingdom Alliance for the suppresaion of the traffic in intoxicating liq 
The paper gave rise to a most animated discussion. 

In the Reformatory Section, papers were read by Sir Walter Croftoa, wh» 
presided, and the Rev. J. Field, on the special question, “Can a uniform 
system of penal discipline be established in county gaols; and, if so, in what 
way?" The reading of these papers gave rise to considerale discussion, in 
which the pros and cons of the question were fully elicited, but any special 
resolution was not arrived at. 

In the Health Department, two papers were read, the subjects being “ What 
is the Influence on Health of the Overcrowding of Dwelling-honses and 
Workshops? and by what means could such overcrowding be prevented?” 
The first paper was by Mr. G. Godwin, who described the fearfully over- 
crowded state of working-class dwellings in both town and country, and the 
evils which arose therefrom. He illustrated his arguments with large draw- 
ings and diagrams. The reading of this paper was followed by that con- 
tributed by Mr. John Holm »f Methley, Leeis, who adopted similar 
arguments. The discussion which ensued was long and spirited. 

In the Education Department, the vexed question of grammar and other 
endowed schools and their improvement was brought up; the Reva. Canon 
Hey, Canon Robinson, and other gentlemon contributed papers. The opinions 
propounded in the course of the discussion were of the most diverse kind. 

The special question for disc ion in the Economy and Trade Department 
was “Is the granting of patents for inventions conducive to the interests of 
trade?” The question was warmly argued. 


THE DINNER. 

The uanal dinner of the association took place on Saturday night. About 
15 ladies and gentlemen were present, Lord Brougham occupying the chair. 

The principal toast proposed was that of “ Prosperity to the Association,” 
which was given by Sir John Pakington, who coupled with it the name of 
ita noble president, whose great abilities and valuable services to the associa- 
tion he highly eulogised. Lord Brougham briefly acknowledged the compli- 
ment, and in a few words defended the association from the charge which had 
been brought against it of endeavouring to cultivate what was miscalled 
* social science.” He argued that as there were physical sciences which dealt 
with man in his relation to external agents, and science which was connected 
with his moral and intellectual being, 30 should there be a science which had 
regard to man in his relations with his fellow-man, and for this he contended 
the proper name was “ social science.” 

A number of complimentary toasts, including the officers of the association, 
presidents of sections, local secretaries, and others, were drunk, 

In answer to the toast of “‘ The Foreign Visitors,” Judge Marvin, of New 
York, made a speech of great interest, in the course of which he alluded, at 
some length, to the questions of maritime insurance and international law.

FOURTH DAY. 


On Monday morning a meeting was held in the Festival Concert-room for 
the purpose of hearing the Archbishop of York give his address as president 
of the educational department. More than a thousand persons were present. 
The chair was taken by Lord Brougham, who was received with cheers, The 
Archbishop read his paper with great rapidity, bat with remarkable precision 
and fluency. His Grace entered into the whole question of education, which 
he divided into three heads, treating each with a comprehensiveness and 
libe ty which repeatedly called forth warm applause. He disapproved of 
University examinations for females. The examinations which sufficed for 
boys would hardly be suitable for girls ; and a different scheme, suitable for 
the present state of female education, would certainly not be best elaborated 
by a University board, or conducted by fellows of colleges. The plan should 
be the work of a special council, from which women ought not to be 
excluded. His Grace also touched upon the question of the grammar and other 
endowed schools, University reform, and popular education. He was favour- 
able to the widest possible spread of the blessings of education, the benefits of 
which he extolled in terms which called forth loud and prolonged cheering. 
Lord Brougham highly commended the paper. 

The ordinary business of the Education Department was then proceeded 
with at the De Grey Rooms—the Archbishop of York in the chair. The 
special question for discussion was, “ What is the state of education in rural 
districts and small town populations, and how can the peculiar difficulties 
attending it be remedied?” per was first read by the Rev. Canon 
Trevor, in which it was sought to be shown that the difficulties of affording 
education in large towns was greater than in rural districta. Occasion was 
taken to criticise the recent alterations in the code of national 
education, and especial objection was taken t what are called the 
“ conscience clanses,” which, it was argued, was, in fact, no contribution to 
real religions liberty. The Rey. Canon Randolph delivered a paper on the 
point whether larger Parliamentary grants could not be assigned to schools 
in rural districts. It waa (he said) a bounden duty to draw attention to the 
fact that there were in the rural districte 15,000 schools, containing more than 
a million of children, which were totally unassisted by Parliamentary grants. 
The Rev. Thomas Myers, one of the local secretaries, read a paper on the 
statistics of elementary education in York, the result of which was that one 
in every six of the population was afforded elementary instruction. In the 
discussion which ensned Sir J. Pakington expressed an opinion that the pre- 
sent systern adopted by the Committee of Council was not adequat-ly adapted 
to the educational wants of the country, and he looked on the revised code and 
the subsequent minute as the first steps towards a complete alaptation of the 
system to the wants of the country. 

In the Jurisprudence Department (Lord Brougham in the chair) a discussion 
arose on the special question, “ Whether any, and what, amelioration: can 
be introduced into the institution and conduct of Criminal! Prosscutions 7?" A 
paper on the subject was contributed by Robert Stuart, barrister-at-law, in 
which he strongly advocated the appointment of a public prosecutor. 
diacuseion ensued. 

In the Reformatory Section, which was well patronised, the anbject af con 
victs was brought rp. papers read were on “Convicts withou: the 
Prison,” by Mr “ Discharged Prisoners,” by James Mar siali ; 

The ensed Convicts,” by Mr. James P. Measor, 
the Health Department the special question discussed related to the

The Economy and Trade Department held its sitting in one of the De Greg 
rooms. Mr. R. A. Arnold read a paper “On the Cotton Districts and the 
Famine,” in which he traced the manufacturing prosperity of Lanoashire to 
its immen~ supplies of water-power and coal, and stated that, in the matter 
of drainage of population, it was to England what America was to Kurope, 
He concluded by observing that the results of the famine proved that the 
prosperity of England was not dependent upon any single branch of manu- 
facturing industry. Mr. G. J. Holyoake read a paper “ On Co-operative 
Progress during the Cotton Famine, and the Growth of the Halifax Stor:,” in 
which he traced the remarkable spread of co-operative principles amongwt 
the working classes, and the rapid development of the societies thus formed. 
Mr. Jobn Holmes, of Leeds, read a paper “‘ On Houses for the People, and How 
to Provide Them,” in which he delineated the defective condition of our 
house accommodation for the working classes. 

The agricultural section of this department met for the first time oa 
Monday—Mr. Edward Holland, M.P., in the chair, who read a paper on the 
social effects of steam machinery as applied to agriculture. Papers were read 
on “ Agricultural Co-operation,” by Mr. Gurdon ; “On the obtaining of Good 
Places for Agricultural Cottages, and the Political and Social Bearings of the 
Subject,” by Mr. C. W. Strickland ; and by the Rev. Mr. Morris “ Ou Cottage 
Investments.” 

The sitting of the General Average Committee (presided over by Sir James 
P. Wilde, was attended by many foreigners and members of the International 
General Average Committee, 

THE FIFTH DAY. 


On Tuesday Sir Charles Hastings, M.D., as president of the Department of 
Health, delivered his general address—the subject being “ Public Health "— 
in the Festive Concert-room. Lord Brougham presided, and the attendance 
was considerable. Among the topics touched on by Sir Charles were the 
sewage of towns, excessive mortality among infants, infanticide, over- 
crowded dwellings of the working classes, model lodging-houses, and vaccin- 
ation. He referred at great length to the mischief arising from polluted 
streams, imperfectly-drained towns, and ill-ventilated houses, and enlarged 
upon the precautions which ought to be adopted for arresting epidemic 
diseases, The paper was received with much applause. A vote of thanks, 
moved by Lord Brougham, was voted, and the general meeting separated. 

The business of the several departments was then renewed at their respective 
places of assembling. 

In the Health Department the questions of the causes of the rejection of 
recruits in the manufacturing districts, extension of the factory laws, em- 
ployment of children in sweeping chimneys, town and village kitchens for 
sick-room cookery for the poor, and other topics, were ventilated, 

In the Jurisprudence Department a paper, entitled “On what principle 
should the law deal with questions of responsibility and mental competence 
in civil and criminal cases respectively 7’ was contributed by Mr. J. F. 
Stephen, and excited much discussion. 

In the Reformatory Section Miss Carpenter read a paper on the “ Non- 
imprisonment of children.” Other papers on the gubject of crime and 
reformatories were also read. 

in the Education Department papers were read on statistics of elementary 
education in York, adult education, Lancashire and Cheshire mechanics’ 
institutes, the half-time system, and other subjects connected with education. 

In the Economy and Trade Department the question for discussion was— 
“Tn what respects and to what extent should Government security and super- 
vision be applied to the provident investments of the working classes?" The 
following papers were also read:—By Mr. Pollard Urquhart, M.P., on 
* Taxation ;"" by Mr. John Noble, jun., on “ Free trade and direct taxation,” 
on behalf of the Council of the Financial Reform Association; by Dr. Yeats 
on the “ National exodus;" and by Mr. Blanchard Jerrold on “ Some of tho 
plans adopted for the relief of the poor of Paris.” 

In the Agricultural Section a paper was read by Mr. Edwin Chadwick, O.B., 
advocating the application of piecework to agriculture, Papers were alse 
read by Captain O'Brien on “ The sale and transport of cattle ;" by the Rev. 
Canon Randolph on “ Statute hirings ;” and by the Rev. T. Hutton on “ Agri- 
cultural gangs,” in which he gave a fearful picture of rural life in someof the 
midland and marshland districts. He said that gangs of children, from five te 
sixteen years of age, were prevalent in those districts, These gangs generally 
numbered about forty children in each. The very worst features of child 
labour in manufacturing towns were (he said) reproduced in the agricultural 
districts to which he alluded, 

The General Average Section was again attended by most of the foreiga 
delegates staying in York. 


THE CONVERSAZIONE IN THE ASSEMBLY-ROOMS, 

Tn the evening a conversazione was held in the Assembly-rooms, Blake-street, 
where there was a numerous gathering of members and assuciates, as weil as 
of the citizens of York generally. The rooms were splendidly lighted up, and 
presented a gay appearance. The beautiful series of line engravings after 
‘Turner, as well'‘as some rare English and foreign engravings, were exhibited 
in the Festival Concert-room, which is connected by immense folding-doors 
with the Assembly-room, and was thrown open for the occasion. A concert of 
vocal and instrumental music was given, under the direction of Dr. Monk, 
the singers being selected from the cathedral choir. The programme, which 
included some performances by M. Drouect on the pianoforte, comprised “‘ Fear 
no more the heat o’ th’ sun,” from Macfarren's “ Cymbeline;” “ Who is 
Sylvia?" by the same composer; an ancient madrigal, by Edwardes; a part 
song, by Mendelssohn ; a hunting-song, by the same; a Highland war-song, 
by Walter Macfarren ; and a part-song from G. A. Macfarren’s opera, “ She 
Stoops to Conquer "—the latter being encored. In the Assembly-room a 
beautiful collection of drawings and paintings, from the various Governmeat 
schools of art was displayed. Refreshments were provided in the ante- 
chamber. In the course of the evening Lord Brougham made his appearance 
and was warmly received, The arrangements elicited general satisfaction. 


THE SIXTH DAY. 


The business of Wednesday began with the delivery of the last of the 
addresses from the presidents of sections, and there was a large assemblage 
in the Festival Concert-room to hear it. Lord Brongham, as usual, oocupict 
the chair. The subject of the address was “‘ The Cotton-trade, and the Reoent 
Distress in the Manufacturing Districts,” and it was delivered by Mr. Hdwin 
Chadwick, C.B., President of the Economy an‘ Trade Department. The 
address was received with much applause, and a vote of thanks was unani 
mously passed to Mr. Chadwick. A well- ned discussion ensued, during 
which Lord Brougham said he was against all piracy, and the fitting-out of 
any vessels for the destruction of private property at sea was a species of 
piracy. He doubted if plunder of private property in war on shore was really 
adopted as a eystem. 

The Economy and Trade Department was occupied with a very important 
paper by Mr. Henry Ashworth, president of the Manchester Chamber of Uom- 
merce, “‘On International Maritime Law, and its Effects upon Trade.” A 
long discussion followed, the different points of the whole question being ably 
argued by both parties for and against. Other papers were read. 

in the Jurisprudence and Amendment of the Law Department, papers “ On 
Death Punishments,” by Thomas Beggs, hon. sec. of the Society for the 
Abolition of Capital Punishments, and by Mr. Sheriff Nissen, were read. A 
paper by Mr. Baker was also given. The discussion which ensued was very 
animated. Papers by the Rev. Nash Stephenson, “On the Probate and 
Snecession Duties,” and by Mr. J. Symons, ** On Landed Credit,” were like 
wise read. 

In the Reformatory Section, presided over by Sir Walter Crofton, the 
adjourned discussion “On Penal Discipline in County Gaols" was resumed 
and conelnded, 

The business of the Education Department was resumed by J. G. Pitch, Beq., 
reading Miss Emily Davis's paper “ On Secondary Instruction as Relating ve 
Women.” The secretary of the department next read a paper, by the Rev. 
J. P. Norris, “ On the Admission of Girls to the University Local Examina- 
tions.” Upon this subject some spirited discussion followed, the leading part 
being taken by the Rev. Canon Trevor and Mr. C. Hastings, the latter making 
along speech in favour of women being admitted to the University local 
examinations. This discussion was followel by a paper, by Mias Mary 
Carpenter, ‘‘ On the Educational Help Required for the Lowest Clas of the 
Population,” which the lady herself read. She contended that the Govern 
ment ought to help ragged schools for the lowest classes of the population, 
and afford them that support which was not at present made either by th» 
minutes of the Council or any other Government scheme of education. An 
animated discussion on this topic took place. 

In the Health Department, Mr. Rawlinson read a paper of much interest 
“On the Aboriginal Races of Australia,” contributed by Miss Nightingale, 
which was followed by a medley of papers, including those by George Shann, 
M.P., “ On the Disinfecting Power of Heat ;"" R. Clough, “ Smoky Chimneys ;" 
Rev. Dawson Burns, “ Vital Statistics in Relation to the Use of Intoxicating 
Liquors ;" C Radcliffe, M.D., “On the Necessity of Extending the 
Special Provisions already made for the Proper Care of Lunatic Paupors te 
Epileptic, Paralytic, and other Invalid Paupers;” John Storie, M.D., “ Oa 
the Increase of Mortality from Diseases of the Respiratory Organs ;"' Samuel 
Hill, “* Establishment of Asylums for all Classes of the Insane above Pauper 
Lunatics.

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NATIONAL SPORTS. 


TH second day of the Richmond meeting produced a fine race 
among the youngsters for the Wright Stakes, of which Voltigeur, 
Raby, Hospodar, Manganese, Gildermire, Zetland, Saragossa, 
Ignoramus, Ellerdale, and Fandango have nearly all been winners in 
their day ; but the betting exactly indicated the result, which was by 
half a fength in favour of Oppressor, who gave Olmar 3lb. Mr. 
Jackson's 620-guinea Jupiter was fourth. At the Breconshire 
meeting the Duke of Beaufort won two out of the six leading races 
by a head with Black Rock and Todleben, and lost another with 
Violet by a short neck. Umpire was in the vein when he met 
Bedouin, the winner of the Breconshire Stakes; and Mr. Tom 
Parr, who has not been v often seen in the saddle since old 
Clothworker’s day, was only beaten by half a neck at 10st. 3lb. on 
Glendusk for the Stewards’ Cup.

The attendance on the Stand and at the balls was good, 
and, as compared with Perth last year, sport throve at the Caledonian 
Hunt Meeting at Ayr. Unfortunately, the two or three members of the 
club who keep racehorses don’t send them, and as the dangerous 
yellow jacket of Mr. Merry was again absent, the ape of the 
running horses would bear very little comparison with the old General 
Chassé, Inheritor, and Modesty days.

but it will be always remembered for the deeds of Jupp and T, 
Humphrey. Foxes are said to be plentiful everywhere. The 
Duke of Beaufort’s and Sir Watkin Wynne’s hounds have had some 
excellent cubbing, and we hear that a pack is going out shortly to 
Italy, and that Joe Hogg, once huntsman to Earl Wemyss, and latterly 
to a pack in the west, been engaged to hunt them.

The promenade concerts at Her Majesty's Theatre and 
Covent Garden continue to go on with undiminished success, and 
have no small effect in enlivening the town at this dead season.

THE THEATRES. 





The proapects of the coming theatrical season continue to 
improve. Great satisfaction was given to the public on Saturday by 
the reopening of Drury Lane. As the performances were merely 
repetitions of those of last season, and simply intended as introductor 
to the novelties of the present, no description of them is necessary. It 
will be sufficient to record some changes in the company. The repre- 
sentation of King Henry IV. by Mr. Marston was classical and strik- 
ing, and that of Hotspur by Mr. Creswick remarkably poetic in 
conception and effective in execution. Mr. Phelps's dry performance 
of Falstaff was eminently satisfactory. 


Another house which emulates at the East-End the reputation 
of another Drury, we mean the Great National Standard Theatre, 
under the management of Mr. John Douglass, was also opened in 
an enlarged and redecorated state, on Saturday. The most extensive 
alterations have been made in the auditorium, the front of the boxes 
having been throughout rou gilded and the dress-circle furnished 
with handsome chairs. The entrances, also, have been changed, so that 
now the boxes and stalls are exclusively approached by a grand 
marble staircase, profusely illuminated. A new and picturesque drop- 
scene, and also a magnificent curtain of crimson velvet, make the stage 
look remarkably attractive. A new play was provided for the occasion 
by Mr. J. T. Douglass, and placed on the stage with full appointments 
and some ~~ fine scenery. It is entitled “ The Market Gross,” and 
consists of three acts and an episode. The story is this :—Don 
Miguel de Castro, at the opening of the play, has been bereft of an 
infant daughter, who was exposed on the Pyrenees to perish, but was 
wrovidentially saved by some ts. He isalso jealous of his wife, 
Jonna Agila, wherefore he fights a duel in the dark, but by the aid of 
lanterns, with one Edward Cleveland, an English physician, whom he 
suspects of having betrayed his trust. Donna Agila is really a faith- 
less woman, but the doctor is innocent of the charge. Agila, likewise. 
had been the guilty agent in the removal of Inez, n Miguel's 
daughter. Ultimately, Inez is recovered and restored to her father ; and 
then the malignant mother-in-law seeks to compass her destruction by 
means of an infernal machine concealed in a casket. Her plan is 
counteracted by a good-humoured lawyer's clerk, played by Mr. Britain 
Wright with considerable effect. Donna Agila is thus “hoist with her 
own petard,” and ishes miserably. “he piece throughout was 
respectably acted. iss Minnie Davis, as Inez, was interesting. Miss 
Marian Jackson, in some parts of the Donna Agila, was good ; but, on 
the whole, was over-weighted. The dénouement requires more powers 
than she possesses, and did not make so favourable an impression on 
the house as it would have done if the scene had been adequately acted. 
The picturesque character of the piece and its interesting story, how- 
ever, will secure its popularity. 

On Wednesday a new two-act play was produced at the Strand 
by Mr. H. T. Craven, who has so well succeeded in his work, that his 
“ Milky White ” will prove a formidable rival to his “ Post Boy.” Mr. 
Craven himself performed the principal character, after which thedrama 
is named ; and Mr. James Stoyle sustained the next in importance, 
being that of a simple countryman—a cowboy, in fact—in the ser- 
vice of Milky White. This respectable individual is a thriving milk- 
man, remarkably deaf and remarkably litigious. He bring actions 
against all his neighbours from the most trivial motives. A youn 
veterinary surgeon, his daughter's lover, undertakes his cure, an 
effects it ; and the first thing he overhears is his daughter expressing 
to the cowboy her desire that a certain wicked man should die 
soon, that she may secure the £4000 contingent on his decease. As 
he has effected a policy to that amount, he applies these remarks to 
himself ; and, rising in an anger which is fearfully tragic, turns 
out of doors the surgeon, the boy, and his daughter. Mr. Craven's 
acting in this situation was wonderfully energetic. The second act 
shows us Milky White attempting to starve himself in bed, when 
he is visited by his next-door neighbour, a widow whom he had 
malignantly oppressed, but who repays harshness with kind- 
ness, and now so gains on his esteem that he sends for 
a printed form of a will and fills it up in her favour. 
The honest woman tears up the document, and ultimately brings 
about a reconciliation. Slowly, but surely, the true state of matters 
is explained to the once deaf man, and he learns that the four 
thousand pounds relates to a reversion which the young surgeon had 

urchased, and that Ae is his daughter's lover, and not the cowboy. 

‘he piece is decidedly the best and most effective that we have lately 
witnessed, and is worth a thousand sensation pieces. The dialogue is 
strong and robust, the motives and situations are novel, and the acting 
is fully up to the mark. The success of the new drama is indisputable. 
Throughout and at the conclusion it commands the greatest applause, 
and will prove an inevitable attraction.

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THE NEW ASSIZE COURTS 


AT MANCHESTER. 
WE publish a View of the front 
and one of the interior of the 
great hall of that noble building 
which has lately been erected in 
the Cheetham Hill-road, Man- 
chester, for the Assize business of 
the Salford Hundred and neigh- 
bouring districts of Lancashire. 
For many years Ree, the Judges 
of the Northern jireuit had held 
the South Lanc ashire Assizes only 
in St. George’s Hall, at Liverpool ; 
and the large populations of 
Manchester, Salford, Bolton, Bury, 
Rochdale, and other ‘great manufac- 
turing towns in that part of the 
country were put to much incon- 
venience by having to resort to 
Liverpool for the trial of all im- 
yortant civil and criminal cases, 
The magistrates of the Hundred of 
Salford, having obtained from Go- 
vernment the concession of a sepa- 
rate Assize, to be held at Man- 
chester, undertook to provide a 
suitable Palace of Justice. Their 
liberality and public spirit, with 
the abilities of Mr. A, Waterhouse, 
of New-stieet, Spring-gardens, the 
architect whom they employed, 
have produced what is, Serend all 


comparison, the finest structure 
ever raised in England for a 
similar purpose. An eminent 


critic has recently declared that 
“this building — the great work of 
Northern England — will mark an 
epoch in the history of the archi- 
tecture of our age, proving, as it 
does — more completely than the 
houses of Parliament, because de- 
signed at a time of riper experience 
and in a purer style—that modern 
administrative uses and mediaeval 
architecture fit well together.” We 
shall not attempt a description of 
the design, which, as observed by 
the tame writer, “ may well claim 
to stand in competition with the 
noblest townhalls of the Low Coun- 
tries and of Germany.” The vast 
and picturesque exterior might have 
concealed a crowded, ill-arranged 
interior. It so happens that the 
inside is symmetrically and con- 
veniently laid out, the stone stair- 
cases wide and easy, the corridors 
roomy, the windows broad and 
cheerful, the chambers high, the 
vo principal court-rooms spacious 
and ornate, and the walle des 
pas perdus a noble apartment, as 
shown in our second I)lustra- 
tion, The style of architecture is 
florid Venetian Gothic, and the in- 
terior of each court is in admirable 
keeping with it. The fittings are 
of oak, and light and elegant 
yanelled oak surrounds the courts, 
—— well calculated for sound, and 
giving to each court an air of 
elegance and comfort. The orna- 
mentation of the courts is by Mr. 
Crace, of London; it harmonises 
with the designs of the architect, 
and everything is genuine, sub- 
stantial, and elegant, There is no 
tawdriness of painting and stucco 
and imitation marble ; carved oak 
and varnished pinewood, and the 
carved greystone of the building, 
are almost the only ornaments used. 
Connected with the courts is a 
magnificent hall, with tesselated 


pavement to promenade in—the salle des pas perdus of which we have 
It is covered with a hammer-beam roof of open timber-work, 
rs being painted blue and 
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windows. A light and elegant 
arched corridor, with abundance of 
light from a stained-glass roof, leads 
to a most charming library, fitted 
with little recesses, in which the 
members of the Bar may quietly 
read their briefs apart from the 
rest of the room. On the opposite 
side of the hall a wide stone stair- 
case, the sides lined with encaustic 
tiles in a pleasing and quiet pattern, 
which, in fact, goes round the in- 
terior of the building, leads to a 
suite of consultation-rooms, to a 
—_ well proportioned and exceed- 
ingly handsome barristers’ dining- 
room for the Bar mess, plainly yet 
handsomely furnished with a long 
oak table and cross table capable 
of dining about one hundred bar- 
risters. The room is furnished with 
strong substantial, leather-seated 
oak chairs, the ornaments and other 
furniture being in excellent taste 
and perfect keeping. In the base- 
ment story are the kitchen and 
other offices, fitted for a large house- 
hold, and admirably contrived, At 
the other end of the building are 
the private apartments of the Judges 
and their marshals and suite. 
They are all furnished with a 
plain, substantial, and yet ele- 
gant, taste. One thing is particu- 
larly observable throughout the 
building—the perfect adaptability 
of its various parts to the purposes 
to which they are applied. There 
are no dark holes, or gloomy gas- 
lit passages, or badly-contrived 
closets. Mr. Waterhouse has satis- 
factorily solved the problem of 
lighting a Gothic passage by sky- 
lights. His expedient is very 
simple—that of spanning the cor- 
ridor with a series of acutely- 
pointed stone arches, so as to break 
up the extent of top glass, and 
frame it between the successive 
arches. There is an abundance of 
light, of ventilation, and of con- 
venience of every kind. The Gothic 
form of the building seems to have 
adapted itself to exactly what was 
wanted within, and the lofty and 
elegant timber-arched roofs afford 
that variety of form and of beaugy 
which at once satisfies and gratifies 
the eye. 


THE CUSTOM-HOUSE AND 
INNER HARBOUR, COLOMBO. 
WE lately gave a View of the 
lighthouse, battery, and flagstaff 
which overlook one part of the 
harbour of Colombo. The Custom- 
house and Inner Harbour are 
shown in our present Illustration, 
which is, like the former one, en- 
sraved from a photograph by 
Messrs. Slinn and Co. of that town. 
The European capital of Ceylon is 
not, indeed, a place of much maritime 
traffic, its port affording shelter to 
none but light native vessels, while 
the larger ships which anchor in 
the offing are exposed to disasters 
from the violence of the monsoons, 
It was to the vicinity of the cin- 
namon-gardens that Colombo owed 
its selection by the Portuguese in 
the sixteenth century, and by the 
Dutch, whose Government was 
there established at a later date. 
Coffee, which has now become a

way to Galle or Trincomalee, and those towns will henceforth super-

Life and Writings of Joseph Mazzini, (6 vols. Vol. 1. Smith, 
Elder and Co.) There are men, many in number and personally con- 
siderable, who are of opinion that Italy owes more than she can ever 
repay to the political sagacity and unselfish patriotism of Joseph 
Garibaldi. Yet Garibaldi himself, when he was receiving the homage 
of all classes of Englishmen, professed himself the pupil of Joseph 
Mazzini. He called Mazzini his political father.. It were strange, 
then, if a self-seecking, scheming, ambitious sire, fond of dark cotinsels 
and secret assassinations, should have begotten a self-sacrificing, 
guileless, simple son, who loves the sun to shine on his deeds, and who 
fights in broad daylight against countless odds, Nevertheless, there 
are those who would eulogise Garibaldi as the blameless hero and 
stigmatise his teacher as the base assassin. Perhaps the aoe = | 
may be explained in the usual way—Garibaldi was successful, 
Mazzini was unsuccessful. It is certainly unfortunate for Mazzini’s 
character that an ugly fact stated by himself remains on 
record: he undoubtedly supplied with a weapon a young man 
who avowedly meditated assassination, The “little dagger with 
a lapis-lazuli handle,” was no “theoretical dagger,” but a weapon 
of cold steel, intended by Gallénga for the heart of Charles Albert. 
Not even the eloquent indignation of Mazzini can conceal from us that, 
though he may be himself incapable of assassination, he is not 
incapable of assisting a would-be assassin. Let casuists determine the 
share of guilt to be assigned to Mazzini and Gallenga respectively : it is 
sufficient for us to say that unless Mazzini be ready—and he seems neither 
ready nor willing—to prove that, in certain cases, assassination is no 
crime, he cannot be held, and he cannot hold himself, entirely guiltless 
in Gallenga’s matter. He should rather grieve that he has given 
occasion than be indignant that the occasion has been seized upon to 
generalise, as, unhappily, it is the fashion to do, from what may be 
insufficient data. With the exception of the slur just spoken of, it is 
impossible to read this instalment (for we are to have five more 
volumes) of Mazzini’s life and writings without coming to the con- 
clusion that he was a worthy teacher of Garibaldi and of “ Young 
Italy” in general ; that his talents, his energy, his eloquence, and his 
consistency deserve universal admiration; that his sufferings and 
his failures more than compensate for his egotism ; and that Italy may 
have had wiser and more temperate friends, but never a sincerer 
patriot than Joseph Mazzini, He may be sneered at by those practical 
persons who quote the proverb to the effect that “half a loaf is better 
than no bread,” and think that he ought to be contented with a 
kingdom of Italy the metropolis of which is in Piedmont, and the 
existence of which is at the will of a French monarch ; but surely some 
excuse may be made for him who from his youth up has dreamed of 
an Italy free not only from the Alps to the Adriatic, but wherever 
the Italian language is spoken, with Rome for its capital, and the 
people for its sole Sovereign; to whom a despot is an utter abomin- 
ation; and to whom even a Constitutional Government, with royalty 
at its head, seems a peculiar institution fitted only for peculiar 
peoples,

“ Le Sport” at Baden, By Percy Fitzgerald. (1 vol. Chapman 
and Hall.) The subject of this pleasant volume is by no means new, 
but it is one which is always interesting, and it has been treated by 
the author in a superior style.

Testimonies Concerning Slavery. By M. D. Conway. (1 vol. 
Chapman and Hall.) ‘Testimony for or against slavery can have 


little interest for the majority of Englishmen now. Some years ago 
they declared it to be infamous, and paid twenty millions to be quit 
of the disgrace. And John Bull is said not to part easily with his 


money ; to patiently bear the stings of conscience rather than open 
his purse-strings. We may, therefore, consider it pretty certain that 
John Bull abhors slavery and is convinced of ita heinousness; and if 






he reads the high-spiced stories of Mra. Henry Beecher Stowe, it is 
to gratify his morbid tastes and not to nape A his calm judgment, 
The y be still an insignificant minority who believe that slavery 





-ordained condition of the negro; that God—contrary to 
express declaration in the Scriptures—is a respecter of persons, pre- 
ferring a sinful white man to a pious black man; and that woolly 
hair, ebony skin, protuberance of heel, and a peaceful, cheerful, grate- 
ful disposition reduce a human being from a man to a chattel. To 
them, also, testimony for or against slavery can be of little interest ; 
they resemble the headstrong unbelievers of whom it was said, “ If 
they hear not Moses and the prophets, neither will they be persuaded 
though one rose from the dead;” if they hear not Clarkson, 
Brougham, and Mrs. Stowe, neither will they be persuaded by Mr, 
Conway. And yet Mr. Conway speaks with more than usual autho- 
rity: he is a Virginian, a ci-devant Secessionist, and the son of a 
slaveholder ; his father was one of the kind masters, and yet his slaves 
were delighted to escape. The most interesting portions of Mr, 
Conway's book are those in which he gives an account of how he 
assisted his father’s slaves to escape through Baltimore about a year 
and a half ago, in which he combats the opinion that “the negro is 
more despised and maltreated in the North than in the South,” in 
which he treats of amalgamation, and in which he considers what 
yrospect of success the North has in the present sanguinary strife. 
lis recapitulation of the horrors attendant upon slavery were, in our 
judgment, unnecessary ; and how far he was justified in assisting his 
father’s slaves to escape we do not care to argue; we put down what- 
ever value is attached to his book to the fact that it is the production 
of a heretofore Secessionist from Virginia, who boldly announces his 
views concerning the origin and probable result of the conflict now 
raging on the American continent. 

Father Stirling. By James M‘Gregor Allan. (2 vols. Newby.) 
Mr. Allan's object (to judge from his dedication) in writing this 
novel was to serve the cause of toleration; but it is a question 
whether he has succeeded. A confiding reader, we should say, 
would learn from it to loathe Roman Catholics, laugh at Dis- 
senters, and pooh-pooh professors of the Established religion. 
That may be a form of toleration; but the toleration which 
we have always considered admirable is based upon respect, not 
disgust or disregard, for the Genominations of Christians. Moreover, 
certain delicate subjects connected with the confessional, and with the 
celibacy of Roman Catholic priests, are handled in so plain and 
highly-coloured a style that many scenes are painted to which it were 
dangerous to introduce the inexperienced. Mr. Allen may fairly be 
granted to have written with vigour and skill sufficient to interest his 
readers, but we cannot think that the way to promote a feeling of 
toleration towards Roman Catholics is to represent the Roman 
Catholic religion as the fruitful source of every crime whereof human 
nature capable. Perhaps he excludes Roman Catholics from his 
code of toleration ; but, if so, why should his book be devoted almost 
entirely to them? It is true that in the end Father Stirling, though 
a Roman Catholic, keeps up, regardless of religious differences, a close 
friendship with a Protestant; but, then, Father Stirling has long 
ceased to be a Roman Catholic in anything but name; and our wrath

have nothing 
to do with religious toleration. The author, in fact, has been, in our 
humble opinion, neither happy in his choice of a subject, wholesome 
in his tone, nor successful in his object. 

Son and Heir. (3 vols. Hurst and Blackett.) An admirable 
work, both in conception and execution. The plot is remark- 
ably clever, and the characters are drawn with unusual ability. 
It is regretable, though we fear it is true to life, that the bold, 
scheming man and the vain, frivolous woman should meet with 
worldly prosperity, whilst noble, candid manliness and ee 
cated, true-hearted womanliness should be doomed to days of bitter- 
ness ; and such is the case in “Son and Heir.” We will not betray 
the secret which consigns to lingering torment a high-souled gentle- 
man and the lady of his love ; we prefer that readers should learn it 
for themselves. It will be discovered about the middle of the second 
volume, to read on from whence is scarcely less ‘painful—exquisite as 
is the author's description—than to watch the agonies of a tortured 
wretch. Indeed, the dénouement is almost too awful ; it is frightful 
to contemplate the martyrdom of a chivalrous soul to whom silent 
suffering is death by tnoleen, and for whom the revelation of what he 
suffers, though it would assuredly bring relief, were perjury. He must 
not even marry the lady of his love, and he must not tell her why. But 
there is just one drop of comfort in his bitter cup, that she who loved him 
loves him still, does not doubt his honour, swerves not from her faith, 
sees there is some dreadful spell upon him, and requires no explanation. 
A more touching picture of perfect love and perfect faith was never 
drawn. 

A Bit of Bread, By Jean Macé. (1 vol. Saunders, Otley, and Co.) 
Mrs. Gatty has translated and edited this the first part of M. Macé’s 
“ History of Life,” and if it be properly appreciated she promises to 
give us the second, It 1s to be hoped, therefore, that the public will 
take care what they are about and not despise the goods which Mrs. 
Gatty provides for them, The little book consists of a series of letters 
to a child, written with charming grace and genuine French piquancy, 
to explain the conformation of the human body, which has been pro- 
nounced “ fearfully and wonderfully made.” The fearfulness and 
wondrousness are plainly exhibited, and, though the book is intended 
for children, adults may read it with profit. It was unavoidable, no 
doubt, that technical terms should be introduced: but science uses 
words of so portentous a length that the simplicity due to childish 
understandings is scarcely attainable. To talk to a child about its 
cesophagus, for instance, must be as alarming as to converse of hob- 
goblins. Why not call it the “ food conduit,” or “ food conductor,” or, 
more simply still, “ food pipe ?” 


THE FARM. 

AGRICULTURAL dinner speeches deepen in interest with the fall of 
the year. Mr. Disraeli has brandished no “charmed weapon” among 
the bucolic revellers at Castle Hedingham, and put forth no political 
watchword to the bold men of Bucks; but he has descended to the 
sober prose of the pocket, and not once, but twice, advised his con- 
stituents, in the course of a very pleasant speech, to keep their eyes 
on the wool sales, and cross their Southdowns with Cotswolds. Before 
the sentiment is a week old, Mr. Walter, M.P., is heard in reply from 
an adjacent county, exhorting his constituents not on any account to 
follow the newly-fledged flockmaster of St. Stephens, and sacrifice 
their mutton to wool. 

The Cheshire festivals, which have not usually reckoned for very 
much at this season, have quite “come with a rush,” thanks to Sir 
Harry Mainwaring, who has fairly set up the hackles of the high- 
art agriculturists by avowing himself to be a “ non-convulsionist” 
as regards Cheshire—a man, in short, who is for leaving everything 
alone, who vastly prefers his cheese made from rushy land, and who 
considers rivers to be the sole and natural outfall for drainage. The 
worthy Baronet aired his opinions, for the second time, from the 
chair, at Bedover, last week, and thus summed up the six curses of 
Cheshire :—Draining, boning, broad-breasted bulls (i.e., “ Butterflies 
and all such nonsense”), tillage, sheep-farming, and breeding hunters. 
There was a great deal of discussion upon all these points, as well as 
tenure of land; and Mr. Dutton (who considers that shorthorn upon 
longhorn is the cross for Cheshire) took issue on the broad breasted 
bull theory, and maintained that such a formation was peculiarly 
valuable to correct the narrow-chested native breeds and counteract 
the lung disease. The whole proceedings were characterised by high 
good-humour.

ASTRONOMICAL OCCURRENCES IN OCTOBER.—Throughout 
the month Mercury (in Virgo) is a morning star, and Venus (in Virgo and 
Scorpio) and Jupiter (in Libra and Scorpio) are evening stars. On the 15th, 
Mars (in Taurus) passes the meridian at 3h, 38m. a.m. ; and Jupiter sets at 
Gh, 28m, a.m. ; and Saturn (in Virgo) pasees the meridian at 11h. 45m, a.m, 
J us (in Taurus) is stationary on the 4th at midnight. The Moon's 

anges :~ First quarter, Oct. 8, 3h. 37m. p.m, ; full moon, Oct. 15, 6h, 15m, 
a.m. ; last quarter, Oct. 22, 11h.

Tue WELL WATER DISCOVERED AT POMPEII in the 
“marble merchant’s house” (so termed on account of the many picces of 
marble found there) is the subject of investigation by M. De Luc This 
well was disecvered in a subterranean spot protected by a vault. The well is 
about twenty-five metres deep, is well preserved, and contains fresh limpid 
water. The atmosphereof the place when first opened was found to be highly 
charged with carbonic acid, which was dissipated when a draught was estab- 
lished by lighting fires. The water was also charged with carbonic acid. It 
manifested an alkaline reaction when tested, due to the presence of carbonate 
of potash, evidently derived from the varieties of feldspar and volcanic 
matters of which the soil is composed. The density of the water, determined 
at the temperature of 20 to 25 deg. cent., oscillated between 1°0010 and 1°0013, 
When carefully evaporated it left a small saline residuum, in which were 
detected the presence of lime, potash, soda, silica, and traces of iron, carbonic 
acid and chlorine, and a very minute quantity of sulphuric and phosphoric 
acids. M, De Luca promises to lay before the Academy of Sciences at Paris 
the exact amounts of the foregoing elements found in the water discovered 
in so interesting a position. 


OPIUM AND ITS ALKALOIDS have been submitted to experi- 
mental research by M. C. Bernard, He has reported the results to the 
Academy at Paris, in whose Comptes Rendus (tome lix., liv. 9) the memoir 
will be found. It is an introduction to a work, in which he proposes to 
treat, in a general and comparative manner, of the soporific and toxical 
properties of six of the most active principles of opium—viz., morphine, nar- 
ceine, codeine, narcotine, papaverine, and thebaine. The first three only of 
these possess the power of causing sleep; and all young animals, including 
man, are much more subject to their influence than adults, The three prin- 
cipal properties of the alkaloids are :—1, soporific action ; 2, exciting or con- 
vulsive action; and, 3, poisonous action. In regard to these properties, 
M. Bernard has been led to arrange the alkaloids as follow :—In the soporific 
phine ; 3, codeine. In the convulsive order—1, the- 
3, nareotine; 4, codeine; 5, morphine; 6, narceine, 
In the poisonous order—1, thebaine ; 2, codeine; 3, papaverine; 4, narceine; 
5, morphine; 6, narcotine. In conclusion, M. Bernard points out, by the 
example of opium, that from the same plant we obtain principles the action of 
which on the animal economy is very different, and, in some cases, quite 
opposite. Hence, several medicines may be derived from the same vegetable, 
Thus, the hydrochlorate of narcotine, for example, possesses a very high con- 
vulsive action, although it is the least poisonous of the series which has been 
examined, This shows the value of chemical researches like M. Bernard's, 


FLAX, Hemp, Jure, SUNN, ETC.—Mr. Alexander J. Warden’s 
new work on “‘ The Linen Manufacture” not only contains interesting historical 
matter relating to the linen of the ancients and moderns and copious com- 
mercial details, but also very much valuable scientific information respecting 
the above-mentioned fibres, now of such great national importance. In regard 
to flax, we are instructed respecting its botanical character, various species, 
methods of culture, the chemical constituents of the plant, and the eils in 
which it is grown, British and foreign, the preparations for the manufacture 
&e. The history of the gradual introduction of the now important jute int 
Britain, and the methods of bleaching, spinning, and dyeing it, will be quite 
new to the general public, who may not be aware that it has led to great com- 
mercial prosperity in Dundee since the decline of the cotton manufacture in 
Jute is the fibre of the Corchorous olitarius (pot herb, or Jew's 

rchorus capsularis ; herbaceous annuals, which in India grow 
The former derives its name from the leaves 
having been eaten by the natives as a kindof spinach. The stems yield the 
fibre known in commerce, Sunn hemp (Crotularea juncea), sana, belongs to 
the family of plants yielding the pulses of India. The fibre obtained from 
ite stalks has been employed in cordage, but for textile purposes it has given 
way to its formidable rival jute. Mr. Warden gives interesting particulars 
respecting other fibres which may hereafter become of national importance. 
Mr. Warden’s book is undoubtedly the best modern book on the subject, and 
will form a companion to Ure's “ History of the Cotton Manufacture.” 

ELECTRICITY OF THE METALS.—In a paper recently read to

THE ELECTROLYTIC LAW in regard to the current exercising 
an exterior action has been verified by M. J. L. Soret, who has forwarded the 
results of his researches to the Academy of Sciences at Paris. He says that in 
order to explain the exterior action of a current, such as the development of 
mechanical action in currente of induction, in conformity with the mechanical 
theory of heat, recourse is had to the hypothesis proposed by Helmholtz, 
Scoresby, Joule, Clausius, and others, so that the electrolytic law remains 
exact in this #pecial case, In order to prove this, M. Soret undertook the 
comparison of the quantity of chemical action with the mean intensity of the 
currents which give rise to the ex:erior action, making use of Ruhmkorff’s 
apparatus for the production of energetic phenomena. After numerous ex- 
periments in order to ensure exactness, he arrived at the following results, 
which confirm the correctness of the law under the conditions :—“ In a circuit 
presenting a great resistance, formed of a Daniells’ battery, a magnetic 
compess, a voltameter of sulphate of copper, and the induction helix of 
Ruhmkorff’s apparatus, he found that the weight of copper deposited in the 
voltameter is always proportioned to the mean intensity, whether with a con- 
tinu current (i.e., when the interruption of the Ruhmkorff apparatus is 

uppreesed, when no exterior action is produced) or with a non-continuous 
current—i.e., when the interrupter is employed, when there is sometimes pro- 
duced an exterior action, which is always weak relatively to the totality of 
the work ex} led.”” Asimilar result was obtained when platinum was 
employed instead of copper. 


AN ATMOSPHERIC STEAM-HAMMER is now being exhibited 
at Birmingham, under the supervision of the patentee, Mr. Grimshaw. It is 
described in the Journal of the Society of Arts. We give the chief points :— 
An air-pump, worked by a band from a shaft, forces air into a reservoir, 
which is the framework of the machine. The reservoir communicates with 
a cylinder, in which a piston works, with little friction ; this piston is the 
hammer, as to it may be fitted a head varying in form. By means of a 
wheel and screw or lever the operator is enabled to regulate the speed of the 
hammer ; and the reservoir is so constructed as to be able to store up, so to 
speak, a large amount of power and to give smashing blows when wanted. 
This hammer, it is said, will cost much less to keep in repair than other 
steam-hammers, 


MIssInG SEDIMENTARY FoORMATIONS.—In the Journal 
of the Geological Society is a full paper on this sabject. Although it has long 
been known that formations are frequently absent from their places in the 
vertical series of sedimentary rocks (such as lias between oolite and trias, 
&c.), pet little notice has been taken of the fact, except mere allusions. Dr. 
J.J. Bigsby was therefore led to reduce to order a great deal of information 
on the subject, collected from the writings of the most eminent geologists, 
The missing formations hold a high and important place as a result of one of 
the constructive processes of the earth's crust, and the work is still going on. 
He concludes that they are arnong the several consequences of emergence and 
immersion, themselves the effect of one of the great cosmic agencies, oscil- 
lation of level, which may be gradual or paroxysmal, through all the degrees 
of velocity and energy. ‘Those interested in the subject will rejoice in the 
details given respecting these “leaves torn out from nature's volume ”— 
gaps or blanks, which, “by their magnitude and numer, become a 
great feature in the earth's crust, expressive of unity of design in time and 
espace,”
